Descendents of famous Orleans 
family Wedded at Wood 
Norton, England. 


London, Noy. 16.—A glimpse of the 
manners of the old French court was 
presented to-day at Wood Norton 
where Prince Charles of Bourbon was 
married to Princess Louise of France 
with great ceremony. 

The civil marriage was performed 
by the registrar in St. Mary’s Homan 
Catholic church at Evesham at 8:30 
o'clock this morning. Half a- dosen 
members of the Royal families. 1 (elud¬ 
ing the King of Spain and other neces¬ 
sary witnesses were the only specta¬ 
tors at this early ceremony, though In 
spite of the attempt to keep It secret, 
quite a crowd of people gathered In 
the vicinity of the little church, and 
heartily cheered the princess, who Is 
most popular. 

There was a remarkable gathering 
last night at Wood Norton, the seat 
of the Duke of Orleans, of Kings and 
Princesses who had assembled to wit¬ 
ness the marriage ceremony to-day of 
Prince Charles of Bourdon and Prin¬ 
cess Louise of Orleans. It was a fam¬ 
ily banquet and there were no 
speeches or toasts, but all glasses were 
lifted to the host, the Duke of Orleans, 
and the bride and bridegroom. 

It is seldom that so many princes of 
Europe have gathered at the same 
time. Twenty of the one hundred 
guests were of royal blood. Including 
the King and Queen of Spain, the 
Quten of Portugal, the Countess 'of 
Paris, Duke and Duchess of Orleans, 
Count and Countess Castra. the 
Duchess de Ouls. the Duchess of Aosta, 
the Infants Isabella and Eulla of 
Spain, the Duke and Duchess of Char¬ 
ters. the Duke de Mentalsler and the 
Princess Pfa and Josephine of Bour¬ 
bon. 

■there vm a brilliant gathering to 
witness the marriage ceremony, both 
prtncipals to which trace their de¬ 
scent to the famous Orleans family, 
which at one time gave three reign¬ 
ing houses to Europe and hold at one 
time the thrones of Spain and France.

CONDEMNS THANKSGIVING DAY. 

Ottawa Pasor Makes Ruthless Com¬ 
ments on Its Non-Observance. 

Ottawa, Nov. 16.—The propriety of 
having a national thanksgiving day 
and Us observation by the Anglican 
churches was discussed at length at the 
annual deanery conference at Ottawa 
yesterday. It was provoked by an ad¬ 
dress by Rev. Muddlestone, who said 
he would have the whole Institution of 
national thanksgiving swept away, as 
it served but to show unthankfulness 
of people, as a whole^y their nnt go¬ 
ing to church and thanking God for hta 
mercies. If thanksgiving day could not 
be observed better than It was being 
observed It should be dropped as an 
unholy thing. 

The speaker also had something to 
say about the government writing a 
promulgation setting forth a day of 
national thanksgiving and with the 
same handwriting an order sanctioning 
the calling out of the militia to fight 
sham battles, and thereby preventing 
many people from attending church.

Sun spots and solar disturbances have ' 
been observed for some days pai^. It 
has been predicted that they would 
reach their greatest altitude about the 
middle of November and that they 
would probably lead to violent magnetic 
disturbances on the earth, causing 
storms of the greatest violence, floods 
and violent earthquakes. 

Professor Pickering, of Harvsrd ob¬ 
servatory, said some days ago that he 
expected the sun spots to be attended 
by an earthquake, hut not of sufficient 
gravity to cause alarm.

ficially stated to have reduced from 
pneumonia, died from a sword wound 
In a duel with the Duke of Genoa, 
brother of ex-Queen Margerita of Italy.

at Morons, near Venice. 


There are many evidences to prompt 1 
the belief that within a few years Van¬ 
couver Island Is to become the great 
centre of the (timber trade of the North 
American .continent. Any doubt on that 
point is set at rest by-the policy which 
the principals of the Red Cliff Lumber 
Company of Duluth are pursuing In 
this part of the province. 

For over eight months the represent¬ 
atives of that company have been quiet¬ 
ly following out a well defined line of 
action with respect to the timber re¬ 
sources of Vancouver Island. Waldo C. 
Knapp, the resident manager of the 
concern, has hitherto been very uncom¬ 
municative with respect to his plans. 
Repeatedly has he been asked to give 
some Idea of what the company was do¬ 
ing. but he has always turned the sub¬ 
ject aside when waited upon by the 
ubiquitous reporter. Yesterday Mr. 
Knapp consented to give to a Times re¬ 
porter a statement of some of the work 
In hand. 

The unfolding of the plan of the Red 
Cliff Lumber Company on this Island Is 
one which gives the fullest assurance 
to the stability of business life and 
Industry In this part of the province. 

The Red Cliff Company of Duluth, 
the present corporation of the Red Cliff 
Land and Lumber Company, Incorpor¬ 
ated under the laws of British Colum¬ 
bia. It Is well to remember. I* one per¬ 
haps of the largest white pine com¬ 
panies In the world, turning out In Its 


two large mills ninety million feet of 
lumber a year. \ 

Mr. Knapp says It Is realised by his 
associates that In about seven years 
more the white pine forests which sup¬ 
ply their mills will be exhausted. 

'With an eye to the future, his com¬ 
pany have made investigations, and 
have come to the conclusion that the 
lumber of the future for general man¬ 
ufacturing Is the fir of the Pacific 
coast. 

That conclusion reached, they took 
the Initial steps to secure large hold¬ 
ings and they succeeded In buying very 
wide tracts of E. ft N. lands on the 
West Coast of the Island. His com¬ 
pany Incorporated under the law* of 
the province, can now boast of being 
the largest holders on the West Coast, 
all situated In the Alberni valley and 
within twenty miles of tide water. The 
holdings represent in the neighborhood 
of a billion and a half of stumpage. 

This timber has all been acquired 
for manufacturing purposes, and not 
for speculative purposes, as so much of 
the timber lands now being handled. 

The mill-site has already been secured 
from the E. ft. N. on the Anderson es¬ 
tate. The mill to be erected will have 
a capacity of 250.000 feet a day, repre¬ 
senting in connection with the logging 
roads an expenditure of half a million 
dollars, and will give employment"^ 
about 600 men. 

While shipments will be made by 


water, the company also looks to the 
railway facilities to handle a large 
share of the trade. It Is, therefore, 
essential to the enterprise that the E. 
ft N. line shall be extended and their 
Initial move will depend to a large ex¬ 
tent upon the construction of the rail¬ 
way. The Alberni branch Is to be a 
very Important adjunct to their milling 
operations, as Eastern Canada will be 
a great consumer of the output. 

The proposed line will pass for eight 
miles through the lands of the Red 
Cliff companyl 

Mr. Knapp says his company will 
make the fir «yid of the business the 
main one. The cedar win be an auxil¬ 
iary, but the staple product of the Isl¬ 
and forests must be the fir. The time 
will come, he says, when the duty on 
lumber going from Canada to the Unit¬ 
ed States must be removed, as the re¬ 
public will require the product from 
this country. This will give an in¬ 
creased stimulus to the trade, and he 
sees a great future for the Island lum¬ 
ber. 

The company has In view trade with 
the Atlantic coast as soon as the Pan¬ 
ama canal Is completed, so that ship¬ 
ments may be made by that route. 

With a parting admonition to the 
newspaperman to make It very mild If 
he published anything about the plans 
of his company. Mr. Knapp dropped the 
subject. 


DEATH OF RAILROAD MAN. 

O. W. Murray, of Winnipeg, Was Iden¬ 
tified With History of C. P. R. 

Winnipeg. Nov. 16.—Death struck 
down on Wednesday one of the histori¬ 
cal railway men of America, when O. 
W. Murray died at Merrlfleld, Sask., as 
the result of an illness of pneumonia. 

The deceased was an old-time rail¬ 
road man. having come to the western 
country In 1882. He ran the passenger 
train from Broadview to Moose Jaw on 
the C. P. R. and was well known to the 
travellers and exceedingly popular. He 
was a native of Lafayette, Ind., and , 
has railroaded all over the United 
States. For many Years he has been & 
member of the O. and B. of R. T. Htr I 
was 40 years old. 

His father. James Murray, was also ] 
a well known railway man and was 
superintendent of the C. P. R. west of 
Winnipeg for 2* years. He came west i 
with Sir William Van Horne and John ' 
M. Egan in 1882.

Fanning was 
an engineer on the C. P. R. and was 
killed last June by overturning his 
engine at a point on he track where 
the rails had been removed by a repair 
gang. The Jury found that proper sig¬ 
nals had not been set out and that the 
death was due to no negligence on Fan¬ 
ning's part, but Justice Falconbrldge in j 
rendering Judgment stated that the 
Jury answers were not In accord with | 
the undisputed testimony.

Republican Convention Has Many 
Salient Features in Its 
Platform. 


Juneau, Alaska. Nov. 16.—The en¬ 
dorsement of W. H. Taft for the presi¬ 
dency and a demand for home rule are 
the salient features of the platform of 
the Alaskan republican convention. 

The platform directs the delegates to 
be chosen to the national 'republican 
convention this year to support Secre¬ 
tary Taft for president. The adminis¬ 
tration at President Roosevelt Is en¬ 
dorsed. 

The platform insists that Alaska 
should be entitled to the benefits of the 
ordinance of 1887 and the compact be¬ 
tween the original thirteen states of 
the United States as affecting the 
rights of other territories to home rule. 

Congress Is asked to grant subsidies 
to encourage the construction of Alas¬ 
kan railways, but to maintain a full 
government jurisdiction over them. An 
immediate provision for an Alaskan 
lighthouse and navigation aids are re¬ 
quested.

Is Paid to Canada. 


Edmonton. Nov. 16.—The trial of the 
alleged lumber combine will begin in 
ihe supreme court on Monday morning, 
the first case being against W. H. 
Clarke, of ihe Edmonton Lumber Com¬ 
pany. There are In all twelve lumber¬ 
men. as follows: W. H. Clarke, Ed¬ 
monton; P. A. Prince, Calgary; F. D.

The criminal code provides In the 
case of individuals for a fine not ex- , 
seeding $4,000 and not less than $200. 
or two years' Imprisonment, for each 1 
offence, and In the case of corporations i 
for ,a maximum fine of $10,000 and a \ 
minimum fine of $1,000. 

It iias been stated by the prosecution 
that the charge would be pressed on 
one count only and against the lumber¬ 
men. This would. If a conviction Is 
obtained In each case, result In maxi¬ 
mum fines to a total of $48,000.

Paris, Nov. 16.—The Echo de Paris 
says this morning that M. Thomson, 
minister of marine, Is satisfied that the 
confession of Ensign Ullmo, who was 
arrested last month at Toulln. charged 
with being a spy, and who claimed In 
hts examination before the magistrate 
on Thursday that he had been In com¬ 
munication with a foreign power for 
the sale of official documents, but that 
his offer had been refused on the 
ground that the papers were not of 
sufficient value, is incomplete, and that 
he actually sold to a foreign power 
most Important documents.

SIR W. VS ME 

. VISITS WINNIPEG 


C P. R.‘Chairman Speaks Hopefully 
_ of Ihe Soo-Spokane Lme- 
His Interests in Cuba 


Winnipeg. Nov. 16.—8lr Wm. Van 
Horhe, chairman of the board of direc¬ 
tors of the C. P. R.. is In the city with 
H. J. Whlgham, of New York, and W, 
K. Whlgham. of London, Eng. A. 
Coppell, of Ajaltland, Coppell ft, Co., 
New York, is also here. Sir William 
mentioned he came west on hie annual 
trip which had for many years been 
a regular Institution. He would go to 
Selkirk to look at his farm. On Mon¬ 
day he will probably proceed west tt> 
Moose Jaw and take the Soo line aa 
he had never yet travelled over a line 
lying west of St. Paul. 

With regard to the C. P. R. develop¬ 
ments he excused himself by referring 
to Sir Thomas 8haughnessy's recent 
visit. Sir Thomas, he said, was now 
the recognised spokesman of the road 
and no doubt he had covered the 
ground, when last in Winnipeg. As 
far as he. Sir William, knew there was 
nothing Immediate In preparation. He 
thought the 8oo-Spokane line was des¬ 
tined to become a great artery of the 
west. 

Asked as to the financial stringency, 
he said anything he could say was 
only a pious opinion, and probably not 
worth the breath It was uttered with. 
One thing was clear he said. "We are 
In a storm, nobody knows Just how It 
began, and just when it will pass over. 
The only thing to db Is to lie low and 
wait." 

His principal interests Just now 
were his home In New Brunswick and 
the Cuba company, of which he Is 
president. Cuba Is an Island of great 
natural wealth and was at present en¬ 
joying high prosperity. The sugar 
plantations of Cuba were capable of 
considerably Increased returns and 
with the development of railways, the 
mrgitr Industry or the Island, as well 
as the output of other natural pro¬ 
ducts, It was bound to forge ahead. It 
was only in the newspapers that thei 
rebels rose and were crushed, and only 
In the newspapers that the battles 
were fought and won. 

In July Sir William spent a little 
time In Cuba and made a personal ex¬ 
amination of the development work In 
which he is Interested. He also spent 
some time in Guatemala, where he Is 
connected with the Isthmian railway 
which is under construction In the re¬ 
public. 

With an Ironical twinkle of the eye 
he professed to know muoh less about, 
present we-* *rn conditions than his In¬ 
terviewer. Ic ventured the state¬ 
ment, however, that the depression ex¬ 
isting was artificial, and that the pros¬ 
perity of the west rested on far toq 
sciyid a basis to be set back for any 
length of time. Farmers would pro¬ 
bably receive as much hard cash for 
this year's crops as for last, he did not 
see anything to grumble at. 

Sir William mentioned that the gen¬ 
tlemen who were travelling with him 
were interested In the Soo line, and 
he admitted they were well know r n fin¬ 
anciers, but would not say whether 
they contemplated operations of any 
kind In the west. 

A rumor circulated to the effect that 
Sir William was anxious to sell his 
farm at Selkirk, one reason assigned 
being that, he has not had the same In¬ 
terest In his hobby since the farm got 
.side-tracked through the Molson cut¬ 
off. He Would not say anything with 
regard to his plans in connection with 
the farm.

Nov. 16.—The hearjpg of the 
testimony was resumed yesterday in 
the proceeding brought by George 
Hollamby Druce. grandson of thq late 
Thomas Charles Druce, against Her¬ 
bert Druoe, who Js charged with per¬ 
jury by the former In stating that he„ 
saw the body of his father. Thomaa 
Charles Druce, lying In a coffin on 
December 28th, 1864, and that he at¬ 
tended the funeral# the case being an 
outcome of. the content for the Duke 
of Portland estate. 

Horace Avery, for the defence,.con- 
tinued his searching cross-exkminatlon 
oi Robert. C. Caldwell, of State Island. 
N. Y., who In his testimony got thngled 
in hts dates. He swore he was married 
in Ireland In 1864, after returning from 
India, while Mr, Avery produced a cer¬ 
tificate showing the ceremony occurred 
in 1861. 

Mr. Caldwell swore that Thqmas 
Charles Druce did not die In December. 
1864, as alleged by the defendant.

Harry De Wlndt’a New Journey—Long 
Sledge Trips. 

Still another page to the history of 
exploration of the earth's moat distant 
corners Is about to be a0ded by Harry 
de Wlndt, the intrepid traveller. 

Mr. de Wlndt has Just returned from 
Vadso. In the extreme north of the 
bleak Russian territories bordering the 
White Sea,- where he has made pre¬ 
parations for the exploration of the 
hitherto Inaccessible Kola peninsula. 

This Journey may have important 
bearings commercially, for If Mr. dg 
Wlndt * anticipations are borne out, A 
very prolific addition to the world'* 
supply of petroleum may bo discovered. 

To a London press representative Mr. 
de Wlndt gave some particulars of .hit 
forthcoming Journey. 

“When t was fit Vadso,” he aald. 'T 
received Information from Laps that 
thdre were petroleum springs In the 
efifitre of Hoi which yielded a constant 
and Illimitable supply of oil, 

“I have set*} samples of the oil, which 
I had analysed Id 'Christiania, find tht 
report wan, most favorable. Whelhet 
It is obtalrable in the quantities alleged 
by the Lala^malna to be seorv btit If 
It la iharaKpill to* millions In It; l 

“I have glrhanKed with the Russian 
government for ttid. necessary conces¬ 
sions If th^fty la -found, and a Paris 
syndicate v\ HI take over the venture In-

"I have bought 200 reindeer for the 
Journey, which In Kola, will he perform¬ 
ed entirely by a sledge. 

“We shall probably start next Nfiw | 
Year's Day and sail up to Vadso, the < 
sea being quite open all the year round 1 
owing to the Gulf Stream running up I 
there. 

“The sledge Journey will commence 
from Klrkenea, and we shall travel 
about 3.000 miles from the time we leave 
th^-eea until we reach It agfiln at Arch¬ 
angel. The time during which we ex¬ 
pect to be lost to civilisation Is five 
months. 

“Reindeer will have to be used all the 
time, as there Is not a dog In the penin¬ 
sula. 

“The sledges arc very uncomfortable 
things. They are little contrivances 
like babies’ cradles, called pulks. and 
upaet about half a dozen times in the 
hour. 

“I am having two special sledges 
built for Mr. Le Qutux Hnd myself, but 
I do not know whether the natives will 
allow us to use them. They strongly 
object to any Innovation In that way. 

“I look upon this Journey as one of 
the most difficult. I have ever undertak¬ 
en. and It will be as hard to get through 
as the Paris to New Yofk trip by land 
In 1P02. 

“The temperature, however, will not 
be very much more than forty below 
zero, which Is pretty temperate. 

“There are no roads or tracks, and 
we shall have to streer our course ab¬ 
solutely by compass."

Mary Lady Inverclyde, the wid¬ 
ow of the late chairman of the Cunard 
Company, under whose chairmanship 
the arrangement with the government 
was made which has resulted In the 
construction of these two vessels, was 
lffvited to give from the bridge the sig¬ 
nal to the engine-room which set the 
great ship in motion. She was then 
presented by Thomas Bell, the chair¬ 
man of the Wallsend Slipway and En¬ 
gineering Company, with a handsome 
gold bracelet composed of -exact repro¬ 
ductions of the smallest blades which 
were used in tha construction of the ;
